On February 21, 1891, during a debate, Representative Spinola of 
New York placed a slip of paper on his shoulder and dared the Re- 
publicans to knock it off.

Fellow statesmen prevented a fight in the House on February 16, 
1893, between Turpin and Waugh who were advancing upon each 
other with threats. 

Representatives Hall and Hatch of Missouri were separated before 

» they could get to fisticuffs after the lie had been passed in the 
House on February 4, 1895. | 

The next day Senators Mitchell and Harris called each other

Harriman Wins Point in II 


Stockholders’ Meeting Post- 
poned Until February. 


As Result, Proxies May Con- 
tinue to Switch.

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—{Exclusive Dis- 
Datch] E. H. Harriman won a point 
today in his fight to retain control of 
the Illinois Central Railroad, when his 
attorneys convinced Judge Rall that 
all the business ef the annual meet- 
ing of stockholders should be post- 
poned until some time in February. 

Attorneys for Stuyvesant Fish had 
hoped the court would permit the proxy 
committee to take charge of all the 
proxies pending a decision in the Un- 
fon Pacific injunction case, now be- 
fore Judge Ball. 


In orgering the meeting postponed 
until bruary. Judge Ball said the 
exact date of the gathering could be 


decided by counsel. 

The order destroyed Mr. Fish's hopes 
of keeping the proxies from changing 
hands any further. Having a majority 
of the proxies outside of the enjoi 
stock, he had hoped to safeguard this 
advantage by placing all the proxies 
in the hands of the committee. 

As soon as Judge Ball's order was 
entered, Attorney Farrar, for Mr. Fish. 
played another card. He demanded 
that the court order the Union Pacific 
and Railroad Securities companies not 
to transfer any of their stock in the 
Illinois Central until they had fret 
submitted their propesed transaction 
to the court for approval. Mr. Far- 
rar said that this was necessary to pre- 
vent fictitious transfers of stock. 
Attorney William Nelson Cromwell 
retorted: “This is entirely expected, 
Your Honor. It shows the fertility of 
my friend, who never knows when he 
is dead.” 

mige Ball then asked the attorneys 
if there was any objection to the books 
closing on the day the decision was 
rendered.

Capt. Greene Will Pick Way 
Through the Straits. 


Thousands of Lives Depend 
on His Cool Nerve

On 
|rugged man who passed through Los 
Angeles yesterday will rest the safety 
| of the great battleship fleet now on its 
way to the Pacific, for he is to guide it 
the moet dangerous part ot 
the voyage—the tortuous Straits of 
Magellan. The man is Capt. EK. F. 
| Greene. United States Army Transport 
| Service, and he is on his way to Rio de 
Janeiro, whence he will sail with the 
fleet on January 21, to pilot it through 
the straits. 
When the fleet enters the straits, 
| Capt. Greene will be a “bigger maa” 
than Admiral, Evans, for he will be the 
one in actual command of the move- 
| ment of the battleships; his orders will 
| be supreme. In the hollow of his hand 
he will hold the lives of some 13,000 
Officers and men; the protection of ships 
and equipment worth $85,000,000. 

| Many mariners declare the Straits of 
Magellan to be quite as h us as 
the voyage around Cape H al- 
| though the danger is different in its 
nature. But Capt. Greene stated to a 
Times reporter yesterday that he does 
net look upon the undertaking with 
apprehension. This probabiv is due to 
the fact that he has made seventeen 
wips through the straits, and never has 
met with disaster, although the chan- 
nel fs lined with wrecks of luckless 
craft that had no such master at the 
helm. 
| “NO DANGER IF YOU KNOW.” 

“There is no nger in passing 
through the straits if you know the 
channel. said the captain. “It is, to 
all intents, an inland sea. The water 
is deep, and there are no heavy seas. It 
ls, of course, essential that the pilot 
know every inch of the channel. 

“Passing through the straits cuts off 
the most dangerous part of the trip 
between the eagtern and western 
coasts; namely, the rounding of Cape 
Horn. The tides from the east and 
west meet at the Horn, and, in conse- 
quence, it is frequently almost impos- 
dle to carry a ship around. At all 
times it is decidedly dangerous. 

“Not only is this danger avoided in 
passing through the stralte., but a 
great saving in time Ss effected as 
well. The journey is shortened some- 
| What, and, having to combat no winds 
Or seas, it is possible to drive the boats 
along at greater speed.”

LONG LIFE ON WATER. 

Although but % years old, Capt. 
Greene has seen more than forty years 
of life on the water, He was born in 
Now Orleans, and eytered the Con- 
federate navy before he was 14 years 
old. At the close of the Civil War he 
entered the merchant marine, engaged 
principally in the South American 
trade. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American War he entered the United 
States Army transport service, and 
was placed in command of the trans- 
port McClellan. When hostilities 
ceased. he was detached and as- 
signed to special pilot duties, one of 
which was to guide the transport 
Logan through the Straits of Ma- 
gellan. 

The selection of Capt. Greene for this 
important task with the greatest fleet 
on the most remarkaBle naval under- 
taking ever assayed, was due to the 
wonderful record he has, made, and 
to his unerring judgment in picking a 
safe way through the Straits of Ma- 
gelilan, without chance of harbor or 
of anchorage. 

Before proceeding to Rio de Janetro, 
Capt. Greene will stop at Washington 
for a short time, thence continue to 
the port where he is to join the fleet. 
The battleships will be at Trinidad for 
Christmas, thence will sail for Rio de 
Janeiro, a run of 3100 miles, where 
ey are due January 11. A stay of ten 
days will be, made there, and Capt. 
Greene will have ample opportunity te 
overtake them. 

Sailing for Punta Arenas on January 
21, with the pilot aboard, the run of 2228 
miles will be made in ten days, accord. 
ing to the schedule. 

INTO THE STRAITS. 

Leaving Punta Arenas on February 
5, the really dangerous part of the voy- 
ii begin, and 
here is where Capt. Greene will as- 
sume charge as pilot of the fleet. 

There will be assigned to him one of 
the fleetest of the torpedo boats that 
accompany the battleships, Of great 
power and speed, this craft wil be 
able to cover a greater stretch of ter- 


ritory than could one of the large 
shipe and, furthermore, its licht 
draught will avert any danger of 


grounding should it be found necessary 
to explore uncertain parts of the chan- 
nel before giving the fleet the signal 
to follow. 

The passage through the straite re- 
quires but forty-eight hours, during 
which period the pilot must be at the 
wheel constantly, ever watchful, dest 
a changing current threaten to drive 
tee big ships on the treacherous rocks.

It is the people's money and they have legal author- 
to do with it as they like. But so long as this 
power conferred by law is thus egercised by the peo- 
ple the business of the country cannot actively go on. 


If the people proceed in a normal way, this money 
must go back into the banks to furnish the financial 
force necessary to create the motion. So long as 
these funds remain hidden away in stockings, busi- 
ness must lag. 

Bach man has authority to do as he likes With 
his own money, and the law is just. But no one 
has the moral right to hide his cash. The withhoid- 
ing of the money will keep all business stagnant. 
That will keep hundreds of thousands out of employ- 
ment, entailing great want and suffering on them and 
their families. It will rétard the marketing of crops 
needed to feed thousands who will suffer unless the 
crops are moved. No person has a right to pursue 
any course which will produce such results. 

We may expect that people will recover their 
senses promptly and return their hoarded money to 
the banks, which will return it to the channels of 
trade where it will relieve the want which threatens 
so many. 

Should a craze like that of the past two months be- 
come persistent in the public mind the laws would 
need to be changed and this hoarding, now perfectly 
legal, made unlawful. It would not take long to pro- 
voke such amendment of the laws. The number of 
persons who are able to have auy bank account at 
all is small compared to those who have none. But 
this large majority of the people, who have no money 
in bank, have a very lively interest in the money 
which by law belongs to their neighbors. Do you 
imagine for a moment that these millions whose 
life depends on finding remunerative employment 
will sit still and starve in a country full of money 
and so rich in resources because the minority of 
the people, those forming the real “money power,” 
are too timid and stupid to permit the use of their 
hoards? Not a bit of it. 

There would be no peed to resort to the socialist’s 
or the anarchist’s remedy, confiscation. There would 
be no need that the government do all the banking 
or manage all the industries. The public would de- 
mand that a tax be put on boarded money with a 
personal penalty for making false returns to the 
tax collectors so drastic that it would require more 
than ordinary courage to brave the law. The man 
who dreams that he could successfully hide his hoard 
would wake up. Authorize the opening of all safe 
Geposit boxes for examination, and then where will 
the money be hidden? Driven out where “thieves 
break through and steal,” it will seek the bank on the 
“double quick.” ,
